Major Grayson Murphy, in his de- 
scription of Red Cross work at the 
luncheon of the members’ council of 
the Merchants Association in the 
ballrcom of the Hotel Astor, in.

Major Murphy told of his experi- 
ence in France im an effort to get an 
official outfitted.

“IT tried to get a push button. I 
waited three weeks for my push but- 
ton. and when it came, I think it had 
come from the palace at Versailles. 

“It was a great, beautiful brass 
thing with carving on it, and I look- 
ed -at it and then I found it would 
not ring. The only way | could get 
my secretary was by throwing the 
push button. at the door and he 
came in and picked it up and put 
it back on my desk, That is no ex- 
aggeration.”

In addition to Canada’s total ex- 
portable surplus and the 75,000,000 
more bushels which is absolutely the 
minimum that the allies must have 
from the United States, 15,000,000 
bushels must be found for Belgian 
relief and 10,000,000 bushels for 
Cuba and other neutrals upon whom 
the allics are dependent for other 
foods in return. 

Before the war the American ex- 
ports of beef averaged 1.000000 
pounds a month; for the next three 
months British ships are being sent 
to American and Canadian ports for 
over 70,000,000 pounds a month. In 
pork products, the allies took 50.- 
000,000 a month . before the war. 
They now ask for 150,000,000 pounds. 
The sharp reduction of rations 
among every one of the allies—tor 
Great Britain has had to cut down 
her compulsory ration already from 
against the voluntary ration which 
Sir Arthur Yapp proposed as late as 
November last—is proof of the need. 

The responsibility for saving food 
so that the national total of eating 
shall be tess, lies largely with the 
housewife,. In fact, the, immediate 
work of helping the allies by food 
service falls to her. The growing of 
a_larger supply. forthe allies - next 
year is more especially the Canadian 
man’s work and preparations for it 
should not be delayed until spring. 
Sheer hard work in the home, and 
then in the field, is the only solu- 
tion of the difficulties of those who 
are fighting uncomplainingly for us.

The Fate‘ul Goeben 


Has Played a Most Important Part 
in the War 


The German battleship, the Goeb- 
en, will figure in history as a vessel 
of fate. The Goeben decided ‘ vast 
events, and if it is true that she has 
at last been put opt of action on a 
beach of the Dardanelles, other deci- 
sive events may result. But a Ber- 
lin despatch claims that the Goeben 
has been saved again: 


In the opening days of the war the 
Goeben escaped from a Sici'ian har- 
bor by a ruse and gained the protec- 
tion of the Dardanelles. The British 
captain, who was fooled, may not 
have been to blame, but his failure 
to stop the Goeben cost his country 
and humanity dear. To it can’ be 
traced the holocaust of Gallipoli, the 
destruction of Serbia, the downfall

Cheap Money. 


We have developod the habit so, thoroughly, of looking upon 
everything we buy these days as “dear” in’ price, that the re- 
verse side of the matter has escaped the attention it deserves, 
viz :—money is cheap. 

Notwithstanding our vaunted gold standard, supposed ‘to 
safeguard the value of our money, our dollars of three years 
ago are, relatively, worth fifty cents in purchasing power today. 

True, the adjustment to thé new state of affairs is nut by 
any means complete. Wheat, controlled in price by the gov- 
ernment, is comparitively low, a fact the farmers will discover 
when they produce it with high priced soed, labor, power and 
implements, and land. 

Farm lands and other real estate are beginning to change 
hands freely at what looks like higher values thana year ago. 
But are they ? 

In some instances, no doubt, prices have been realized in 
ratio with the decreased value of the money received in pay- 
ment for it, but on the whole farm lands, particularly, have not 
made corresponding advances with food and other necessities— 
luxuries are always more or less in a class by themselves. 

The money question is too big, naturally, to be solved here. 
Economic changeshaveso many ramifications that even experts 
fail to agree in discussing them. However, it has always been 
considered 2 fact that the issue of large quantities ‘of paper 
money, without an equivalent gold reserve, hus decreased the 
value of its purchasing power. In this connection the 'follow- 
ing figures may prove interesting and enlightening. ‘The un- 
covered circulag@n of five of the principal countries at war in 
July, 1914, and in December, 1917, was as follows :

The magnitude of these figures are almost beyond our com- 
prehension, but conceding the floods of paper money let loose 
{ in the world is of inferior value, the cheapening proceas is like- 
ly tu continue for some time yet, and our dollars will have even 
less purchasing value than at present. 

It should be safe to say, then, that it is a good time to in- 
vest in almost any class of real property. The most unfortun- 
ate man of all is the one who has held cash during the past 
three years. It has declined rapidly in value.

Arrangements are now. practically 
complete for the Summer S2hool for 
Teachers which willbe held this year 
as usual at the University of ‘Alberta 
in July and August. 

The standard courses in agriculture 
and gardening, household arts, fine 
and applied art, manual arts, first aid 
and physical training will be offered 


» ¥ 
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as heretofore. 

According to the regulations of the 
Department of Education British and 
American teachers whose professional 
standing is recognized in Alberta are 
required to complete courses in His- 
tory and civics, School Laws and Reg- 
ulations and Geography with special 
reference to Canada, in order to. be- 
come fully qualified in the province. 
Instruction iy these courses will be 
given by C. Sanson of the Calgary 
Normal School and Miss Dickie and 
W. A. Stickle of Camrose. 

Several courses are being offered. this 
year for the first time. Teachers who 
wish to specialize in primary work 
will have an opportunity of securing 
more complete training in this field, 
Dr. Coffin of Calgary will have charge 
of the instruction in this course, 

To meet the needs of teachers who 
may’ wish to further perfect them- 
selves in oral French a course will be 
given wholly in this language. Not 
only will the course include practice 
in speaking French but will give con- 
siderable training inanethod in teach- 
‘ing the language with a cureful stady 
of the texts in use in schools. 

lor the first time this year teachers 
have the opportunity of qualifying for 
first cluss certificates at the Summer 
Session. Three courses of unusual in- 
terest are being offered—One in Edu- 
cational Pyschology, oue in Adminis- 
tration and a third in Hducational 
Probleis. 

It has always been the boast of the 
Director that the quality of instruct- 
tion at the Summer session bas ' been 
of the highest character. This high 
standard will be maintained during

The Story of 
Russia’s | Collapse 


Secret Service Man Throws Light 
On Amazing Part Played by 
Rasputin 


“Rasputin, the Rascal Monk,” by 
William LeQuex, throws an aston- 
ishing light upon the collapse of 
Russia says the Toronto News in a 
review of the work. The avthor is 
under stood to be a member of the 
British secret service, and the books 
which he wrote before the wat have 
been widely read: all over the' Eng- 
lish-speaking world, The account 
which he gives of the Russian revo- 
lution and of the amazing part which 
the monk played in it is supported 
by official documents in his posses- 
sion by the Russian and other allied 
authorities. 

Rasputin was a dirty, illiterate Si- 
berian peasant and horse-thief, who 
discovered that he was possessed of 
unusual hypnotic powers, He as- 
sumed the role of a Holy Man and 
by imposing upon the credulity of 
highly-piaced women rose to be vir- 
tual dictator of the Russian empire. 
Unclean in person as in morals, he 
invented an crotic religion of _ his 
own.

She it was who gave or 
withheld the secret Chinese drug to 
the little patient accordin as — the 
monk wished him to improve or de- 
cline in health. 

German in birth and sympathy, the 
czarina was working in collusion 
with the emperor-of Germany for the 


overthrow of the Russian armies, In. 


this task she was assisted by the 
Russian prime minister Sturmer, and 
his ministerial colleague Protopopotf 
and niany other agents of the, Ber- 
lin court. Rasputin and his fellow 
conspirators were in reecipt of con- 
stant communications and handsome 
incomes from the Potsdam goverti- 
ment. Rasputin had private quart- 
ers in the czar’s palace ‘and took 
most of his meals with the royal 
family, but he maintained a hcuse of 
his own, where he received the kai- 
ser’s agents and plotted.for the des- 
truction of bleeding Russia.

attacks upon the central powers and | 


even to withdraw their. troops at cri- 
tical moments. When General Bru- 
siloff carried out his spectacular ad- 
vance against the Austrians an at- 
tempt was made to poison him, but 
a fe'low officer fell a victim to the 
deadly: potion prepared for the gen- 
eral’s lips. The kaiser sent 150 bar- 
rels of Canadian apples inoculated 
with cholera germs for distribution 
through charitable institutions with 
a view of starting a plague, and so 
discouraging Russia, but the fruit de- 
cayed enroute and was thus unfit for 
consumption on arrival. Other tactics 
adopted by Rasputin and his agents 
were the destruction of munition 
works, the creation of an unneces- 
sary shortage in food and the crip- 
pling of transportation facilities. Mr. 
LeQueux supports these astonishing 
assertions with documentary evi- 
dence secured through secret service 
channels. 

Rasputin had the Russian court so 
completely in his power that the czar 
dismissed and appointed ministers, 
governors, generals and other state 
officials at the dirty monk's dicta- 
tion.

Milk as a So id Food 


Better Than Meat 


The New York College of Agricul. 
ture is responsible for the following 
interesting article on the 
milk as a solid food, 

Milk is a solid food and not merely 
a pleasing beverage. Although milk 
is swallowed as a liquid, it almost 
immediately becomes a_ solid food, 
for a process similar to cheesemak- 
ing takes place in the human stom- 
ach, just as when junket is added to 
milk, it thickens into the rather firm 
curd which is the solid food of milk. 
In the cheese factory this curd is 
made into cheese; in the stomach it 
is digested and becomes assimilated 
into body tissue. This curd may not 
seem as solid a food as meat, but it 
does the same work in the body and 
has the added advantage of passing 
through the digestive process with- 
out as much of the decay that meat 
or other foods undergo. To let milk 
replace meat in the daily food, in a 
measure, is urged as a wise move in 
war time. 

It is recognized that there are 
some adults and even some babies 
who have difficulty in digesting milk. 
This difficulty occurs in the liquefy- 
ing of this curd, which must be lique- 
fied as it is digested. There is a 
simple way of correcting this diffi- 
culty; that is, to boil the milk. The 
curd formed from boited milk is not 
nearly as large or so firm as that 
from fresh milk, 

Milk is the kind of solid food 
which should be fed to little child- 
ren, for it is pointed out that they 
can use it to much better advantage 
than they can meat. It is a matter 
of common observation that little 
kittens are subject to fits when fed 
meat, and although little children 
may not be so seriously aff.cted, 
they may be made nervous and irri- 
table by it. It is even suggested that 
the crossness of some grownups may 
be due to too much meat. - Adults, 
however, can usually make normal 
use of meat, but for children the very 
best solid food is milk,
